Levi Z. Leiter of Chicago, head of the firm 
of Leiter & Son, of wheat corner fame, has 
bought 7000 acres of coal land in southern 
Illinois. Checks amounting to over a 
quarter of a million dolars were forwarded 
earty in the week from the Central Trust 
Co. of Chicago to Benton, Franklin County, | a, 
III., to close the deal. 

The lands are located in the southwest- 
ern quarter of Franklin County. Osage, 
near the Perry County line, is the nearest 
tewn, and will de the,terminus of the 
branch line now being built to connect 
with the Illinols oneal on the Chicago & 
Eastern Illinois Bentan. The 
vein is wnusuelly * running from 
eleven to fourteen feet A and extending 
over that entire section kun County. 
It is very high-grade coal—semi-anthracite 
—and containe only a small proportion of 
sulphur, The coal has never been mined 
owing to the lack of transportation facll- 
Tties. No rajlroad passes through that sec- 
tion of this county. 

Mr. Leiter became interested in the lands 
through the efforts of a young inventor 
named Morris, who has” invented a new 
process of coking coal. Morris spent some 
months in Franklin County experimenting 
with products of neighboring mines. Since 
the costly fAilure of the company organized 
to manufacture coke from the Big Muddy 
coal, till now considexed the finest in IIII- 
neus, it has been generally believed that 
the coal mined in that state is not of fine 
enough quality to coke. But Morris ge- 
clares that with his process coke can be 
made from the Franklin County coal. 

Mr. Leiter has bought the plant of the 
unsuccessful company in Williamson Coun- 
ty, adjoining Franklin; and Morris is now 
there conducting experiments on a larger 
scale. 

, TO BUILT BIG PLANT. 

Mr. Leiter will bulid in Franklin County 
the largest coking plant in the West. A 
town will then be laid out and built on the 
order of the mining town of Wilbur, Tex. 
Mr. Leiter does not intend to sell any of 
the land, but will bulld and rent houses to 
the employes of the mines and coke ovens. 
As to the transportation, Mr. W. 8. For- 
man, vice-president of the St. Louis Valley 
Railroad, in an interview, said that his 
road would have a branch bullt up to the 
coal fields before the shafts. were sunk. 

8 Forman is the head of a syndicate 

East St. Louis capitalists who have 
—— Mr. Leiter’s lead and bought up 
enormous tracts of land in the same dis- 
trict. When interviewed on the subject, Mr. 
Forman said: 

»The St. Louis Valley road is running 
as far south as Chester, III., and the 
tracks are laid to Thebes in Alexander 
County. 

“We intend to run a branch from Grand 
Tower in Jackson County to the Franklin 
County line. From that point we can tap 
the coal fields. The contracts for the 
branch have been let and the work will 
be pushed to completion. By that time 
the line from Osage to Benton will be 
completed, so transportation will cause 
no uneasiness. 


"The holdings of the syndicate that I 


fepresent are larger than those of Mr. 
Leiter. We have bought over eo acres 
and are still buying. The people in that 
part of the country do not understand 
selling the coal under the land without
